Notes from the memorandum hook of M 
H. Simpson, of Saxotiville. 
June I’M h, IH.W. Noticed a new worm 
upon the apple, cherry and plum trees, that 
eats the leaves and fruit. 
They are upon 
all the trees of these kind» iii lite garden. 
June loth. T h e worm before noticed, 
which is to me entirely new, is very dstruc- 
live ; it eats the tender shoots aud also lite 
fruit. 
'Die egg of tile perfect insect , must 
lie deposited on the end of tho shoot a» 
it is growing, and between two apples, ii 
they chance to touch each other, also be­ 
tween two leaves, 
lf all lite worms go 
tliroug Ii their transformations, there must 
he swarms enough to destroy the trees iii 
the next generation. 
T h is I i i I Ic new comer will require l i k ­ 
ing alter 
By jarring tile trees, they spin 
a fine fibre toward the ground, suspending 
themselves by it, and then again ascend, to 
commit depredations upon the leirves aud 
fruit. 
Deposited three of the larvas with 
an apple under gl ia», to note their habit» 
aud change*. They may be known by three 
longitudinal stripes oil the hack : the one 


i i i the centre more faint than the other two. 
They hive a hiiflf-colored,

Their length is about five- 
eigbts of an inch. 
J u ly 6th. 
T he chrysalides liaveopencd, 
and th e perfect insect proves to be a little 
moth, with wings of a dark bronze, wavy, 
changeable appearance. When arreted, they 
have one scollope at the termination, and 
are very slender and long in proportion to 
their breadth; have two feathery projection 
at the head, with long amen»®, and have a 
regular taper from Abe end of the wing to 
the head.

At the time of the storm the whole of 
the persons who dwelt in the house had 
gone in for shelter, when the wind struck 
the hom e on the northw estern corner, and 
hurle«l it to pieces, burying the inmates 
beneath the rums. 
F«*rt«mately, the rain descended in tor­ 
rents or it is probable thai the tim bers 
would have taken fire from the stoves, and 
the people would have been burned inning 
the ruins before it was possible to extricate 
them. 


T h e list of the sufferers em braces the 
names of five men ami women killed, six 
dangenm sly and a num ber slightly w ound­ 
ed.
